W. G. McAdoo, chairman of the Cit¬ 
izens' National Committee has sent 
out instructions and literature, from 
which we reprint the following: 

Definite Plans 

Each local citizens’ committee will 
doubtless appoint the following sub¬ 
committees: Program, Survey, Exten¬ 
sion, Demonstration, Publicity, Fi¬ 
nance. It will Ik- a great help if <-ler ? 
gymen will suggest to the local citi¬ 
zens’ committee or to local Scout otll- 
cials, men and women known to be 
efficient workers along one or another 
of these lines. 

Committees, on program, demon¬ 
strations, publicity, anil finance arc 
fairly defined by their names. The 
committee on survey will endeavor to 
make a comprehensive report on the 
conditions affecting boyhood in each 
community, according to blanks incor¬ 
porated in the manual. This service 
will be of permanent value to the 
community. 

The committee on extension has to 
do with interesting churches, schools, 
clubs and other organizations in or¬ 
ganizing troops of Boy Scouts under 
their respective oversight and prepa¬ 
ration for the organization of Local 
Councils. 

The Manual of Organization (copies 
of which can bo obtained by recpiest 
of National Headquarters Boy Scouts 
of America, 200 Fifth Ave., New 
York City, or of local Scout official), 
gives many suggestions for the guid¬ 
ance of each sub-committee.

A letter from the director of the 
hoy scouts of Mysore in India to na¬ 
tional headquarters of the Boy Scouta 
of America says in part as follows: 

"Our strength has increased to about 
forty troops with a membership of 
over nine hundred. I have had fine 
scoutmaster’s training classes at My¬ 
sore City and at Bangalore, with a 
model troop of scouts for demonstra¬ 
tion purposes. 

'Scout work for Indian boys is de¬ 
veloping rapidly all over the country. 
In Calcutta we have the Boy Scouts of 
Bengal, which Is doing good work 
both under Indian and European lead¬ 
ership. The great native state of Ba- 
rodn and the British Central provinces 
want to start boy scout work, and the 
government of the native state of 
Trnvaneore is now considering the in¬ 
troduction of scouting among its hoys 
mi the plan of our Mysore organiza¬ 
tion. 

"We have, however, a long way to 
go. as there are over thirty million 
hoys of scout age in India and we have 
difficulties here that are unheard of 
in America—for instance, at least a 
hundred languages, very deep-seated 
religious divisions and the ever-pres¬

Sour Cream Dressing.—Cook ti> 
gether two tablespoonfuls of butter 
and two of flour; when smooth add a 
cupful of sweet cream. Let it boil, 
stirring all the while; remove in flve 
minutes and add half a cupful of sour 
cream, the Juice of half a lemon, salt 
and sugar to taste. When perfectly 
cold, pour over sliced apples and ba¬ 
nanas and set on ice before serving. 

Mayonnaise Dressing.—Mix together 
half a teaspoonful each of powdered 
sugar and salt, a dash of cayenne, a 
tablespoonful each of vinegar and lem¬ 
on Juice and the yolk of an egg Beat 
until smooth and thick, then Mid a 
little olive oil until a cupful lias been 
used. If the dressing seems too thick 
beat in a teaspoonful or two of cold 
water. When ready to serve use a 
little whipped cream to soften and en¬ 
rich the dressing. 

Mayonnaise Tartare_Add chopped 

pickles, capers, or olives to a mayon¬ 
naise dressing. Use one-quarter of a 
cupful of the chopped mixture to a 
cupful of the dressing. Mayonnaise 
may he colored with the coral of lob¬ 
ster or with spinach green. Spinach 
or parsley pounded and the Juice used 
gives a very wholesome color. 

Garnishes.—Edible garnishes are 
the only ones to be recommended. The 
custom of tying up food with ribbon 
is not to he encouraged. A wedding 
cake might he an exception; but milli¬ 
nery Is not in place on a dining table. 

Fruit skins, such as bananas, or¬ 
anges, lemons and apple cups, make 
desirable receptacles for salads. A 
variety of colors are to be avoided in 
ga rnishing.

In cases of extreme nausea, when 
milk in any other form can neither he 
kept In the stomach nor digested, the 
partly digested drink, koumiss, Is a 
most valuable food to know how to 
prepare. Its sparkling effervescence 
makes it especially appetizing nnd 
grateful to a starving patient. 

Koumiss.—Dissolve half a yeast cake 
In a half-cupful of warm water—not 
h'.c, or the yeast plant will he killed. 
Mix with it one quart of fresh milk or 
if the animal bent is gone, warm It 
to lukewarm temperature; add u ta¬ 
blespoonful of sugar. Stir until well 
mixed with the yeast nnd the sugar 
is completely dissolved. But Into bot¬ 
tles, tie down the corks, unless using 
patent bottles with cork fasteners, and 
let stand in a warm place for twelve 
hours, for the yeast to grow. Put the 
bottles upside down ; they are not so 
apt to throw out the corks. After 
twelve hours place the bottles on Ice, 
and they will he ready to use after 
a day or two. Use care when opening 
the bottles to put the neck Into the 
glass, or much of the milk will be 
wasted by its effervescence. A little 
practice will enable one to handle the 
milk with no waste. 

Quick Beef Tea.— Broil a slice of 
thick steak for & minute on each side 
In a broiler or very hot frying pan. 
Score It with a sharp knife at right 
angles, and press with a fork or In n 
fruit press to squeeze out the Juice. 
Senson with a bit of salt and serve at 
once. 

The meat from young animals, such 
ns veal, should not he given to inva¬ 
lids. Young chicken may be served 
as broth or creamed, and In various 
ways. Chicken custard Is especially 
good. Use half a cupful of chicken 
broth, well seasoned, add an egg. nnd 
cook in hot water in two small cups. 
When the egg is just beginning to set 
remove from the oven and from -the 
hot water.

Mash and season 
well cooked parsnips, enough to make 
two cupfuls, then sift together two 
eupftils of flour, one teaspoonful of 
salt and two tenspoonfuls of baking 
powder. Mix with two well beaten 
eggs and two cupfuls of milk. Add 
the parsnips, mix thoroughly and drop 
tty spoonfuls into hot fat.
